Halslead, 
of tho Syracuse C'ovriet-, have been great- 
ly excited over the alleged reappearance 
nf ^ir. Halstoad in bodily form befiaetlu" 
tiyes of several persons wlm were associat- 
ed with him during his life. jMr. Hiil- 
atciad died in .-Vugust last, after a long

Vcaterday afturnoon witnessed the 
launch of another beautiful and .substan- 
tial steamboat for the Through to Yale 
service, the second first-class vessel of tho 
kind built here within ti twelvemonth. 
It is strange how men's ideas change 
with the times. , Eighteen months ago w c 
found it difficult indeed to convince oven 
practical minds tliat it was possible for a 
vcssiil to be built that would carry pas.son- 
gers and freight from N'ictoria to tho 
highest point of river navigation, in per- 
fect safety audatahighrateofspoed. Dur- 
ing the past year and-a-half tho problem 
has been solved and there are now no op- 
ponents of the Through to Yale service. 
The vessel which was launched yesterday 
is designed to take tho place of the ill- 
fatod steamboat I'k .1. Irving, whicli was 
burned last summer while on her second 
trip to Yale; but she is a larger and finer 
and will bo a swifter steamboat and in 
every way more stiit.ablc. Her" Itngth 
is I7t> t'cet over all and the breadth of 
hcaiii is ."4 feet. She will berth 70 pas- 
sengers and at the same timo cany 4fl0 
tons of freight in an ,S foot liold. The 
model of tho boat is Vioaniiful; but it is 
in interior ornanieniat ion and garnitiuc 
that the new .steamboat is intemled to ex- 
cel any oihor ves.scl atloat iu I'acitic 
waters. The roof id the grand saloon 
wjU bo in the fortn of a dome, clalioratcly 
orniuncnted, the sides sustained hy .slen- 
der Corinthian columns, the ceilings fres- 
coed and fretted, the cornices worked into 
intricitc and ingoninus figures, and the 
panels voneerod and gilded. Tho lln.)rs

Hood, who 
says he signed articles in tho custom 
house when sober, and he paid Jf80 ad- 
vance and ^0 blood money for him. The 
next morning numerous Scandinavian Cab- 
crmen made an aitempl to lynch Nick 
Davich, a sailor bo.arding house master, 
who is charged with having shanghaied 
Frederickaen.
